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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Xiao et al. (US 6,120,138) has threaded 
shank/332/ and central hole/338/ which facilitate relative movement of the two portions, however they also prevent any movement of two 
portions until manual rotation is provided; Yuen (US 2004/0055661) discloses a needle/26/ to pierce gasket/19/, applicant argues that 
such piercing would require "much more torque to actuation cup/1 2r. As claimed "substantially" does not provide sufficient definition and 
as such can be either defined as a value of 100%, 0%, or a value in-between and therefore "much more" would be sufficient to be defined 
within "substantially"; In the broadest interpretation of the claimed limitations, no such limitation has been provided to indicate the relative 
movement has to be in the same direction, a force required to overcome initial piercing of the gasket by the needle would be one direction 
then an opposite direction thereafter would be a second direction with less force required due to the bias of spring/24/ on the structure. 
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
